Practical Farmer, Very often the feed 
•which goes to niue cows could be fed-to 
six with better results. In fact, six will 
in many instunves give as much as the 
nine would. We have a uclphtwr who 
is a caratul manager, but every sum- 
mer ht» funtures sret short, and hig 
co-n-s frive little more than half what 
thoy »hrmld. nurlnp tlic past summer 
he milked more cows ttmn we did and 
would • have needed to keep several 
more In order to net HS much milk as 
we did, -while no doubt his cows are 
fully us good as ours. 1 have noticed 
that when cows nre well .".nil regularly 
fprt tt|py do'not po dry so Ion? ns other- 
wise. Scant feeding tor a few weeks 
even Is R (treat mistake, for it can be 
only partially made up when feed is 
•flush. Then-many farmers pay.no at- 
tention (o a balanced ration, feeding 
most of that which they bavo'in abun- 
dance, nud hence results are not al- 
ways satisfactory. 
Clover, either as 


pasture or hay, is among the best ail 
nround feed*; also nicely cured corn 
foddnr nnd millet hay are pood. For a 
frnun ration corn and oats ground and 
mixed with wheat liva'n nnd oil meal'in 
proper proportions give excellent re- 
sults. Most farmers prefer to feed only 
what they raise and have on hand. 
This I* frequently a mistake. 


FocdtuK Heiinrntor Milk. 


' Somebody writes to American Cnltt- 
Tator to complain of the effect of sepa- 
rator milk on young calves, causing 
scours or Indigestion. The trouble was 
not with the nalik, bnt Its condition. 
Being heated -at tbe creamery and re- 
maining warm for several hours, it 
quickly sours, and sour milk produces 
trouble sooner or later, besides which 
the calf will not drink enough of the. 
bad tasting stuff to keep him growing 
•t full speed. The milk should be fed 
*« soon as it comes from the creamery 
and should be fed warm. Big feeds of 
cold milk ruin a calf's dlKestiou. If 
the milk Is put in a cool place in a pall 
that is washed clean every day, it will 
usually keep sweet till the second feed- 
ing. If only slightly acid, its taste can 
bo restored by adding a teaspoonful of 
cooking soda to the gallon. Separator 
milk Is as good ns any milk with the 
cream taken out. but to fatten veal 
calves a little flour or some other 
utarchy food must bo added, and the 
milk must be warm and sweet. Own- 
ers of separators have au advantage 
here, being able to feed tbe milk, fresh 
from tfie machine.

It \ajiooT policy to scrimp the cows, 


losing more In mill; than will be saved 
In hay. Fortunately in the year of 
high prices for hay it is possible to 
buy something a good deal cheaper 
than tbe top grades, which will make 
tho beat of cattle feed. Clover, alfulfa 
and clover mixed «re all three good 
ralues for tbe prices which they bring 
in wholesale markets. 
One leading 


Massachusetts dairyman',, buys alfalfa 
hay in car load lots, ft, comes .well. 
cured, bright, clean and fragrant, and 
be flnds It far bettor .for,mill; produc- 
tion than the best timothy, but costing 
one-third less. Much of the clover hay 
Is poorly cured 1hls year, bnt with care 
it may be rod to f:irm liorses as well 
ns cows -with good results. It is so 
likely, however, to reach the horses In 
a dusty condition that it is safer to. 
give it all to the cows. In general, the 
more clover in the hay bought the bet- 
ter value for cattle. 


When COWN l<ack Ume, 


' When the cattle chew leather, wood 
or old bones, it indicates a lack of 
phosphate of lime In their food, which 
is required to supply bone material. 


A teaspoouful- of bone meal given 


dally with their grain will correct the 
habit and supply the deflcinticy which 
Induces It. If the disposition to eat 
bones is Indulged in when cows are'in 
Brass, the deficiency then evidently ex- 
ists In tho soil, and the pasture will be 
greatly benefited by a top dressing of 
bone dust. 
Two or three hundred 


pounds to the acre, sown broadcast, 
will repay attending expenses in a bet- 
ter yield and In quality of milk and 
bilttor.—Midland -Farmw.

"Our veterinary editor was recently 


called to see a herd near this city

posed largely .of ground corncob, oat 
hulls, etc. Tbe cows were starving. 
He ordered ft change of food, and the 
cows at once began to pick up and in- 
crease the milk flow." 


Cement nod Gravel Silo. 


It is quite practicable to build a silo 


from cement and gravel. Indeed this 
style of construction is becoming qu^c 
popular in Canada, where the English 
practice of building once for all is more 
prevalent than on this aide the line. 
Of course there will be some freezing, 
but tills objection Is not given much 
•weight at the present time. It is not. 
necessary to put such a roof on a silo 
as one would put on a burn or n bouse, 
but there should be. roof .enough to 
keep out the greater port of,the.snow 
In winter, nud In practice nearly every 
nilo Is provided with a substantial roof.

Ho»r to Make Calcimine. 


One pound of uncolored gelatin glue, 


ns free from grease as possible, is 
soaked over night in cold water suffi- 
cient to cover the glue, says tbe Paint- 
ers' Magazine. Thirty pounds of Eng- 
lish cliff stone parls white, bolted or 
best bolted gilders' whiting, -Is also 
soaked in sufficient water to make a 
paste over night, and next morning 
both are heated with steam or over a 
moderate fire in a water bath to the 
boiling point, and vrhon - the glue is 
fully dissolved the two materials are 
thoroughly mixed. In summer time, 
on cooling, a small portion of carbolic 
acid, say about one-eighth. of an ouuee 
diluted with water, is added for each 
pound of glue used in the aforesaid j 
•formula to keep It from souring, and 
in this way the calcimine will keep for i 
some weeks. It Is said that the work- ! 
men rather like this preparation be- 
cause of its good working properties.

BYRD SHOWS COURAGE. 


Byrd asked the jury to be willing, if

men who sat in court, he said:

"I want to give warning to you and 


all of your follower; that your blood- 
thirstiness must stop in Brcathitt coun- 
ty. 


"I leave this county and its people. 


God knows they have suffered enough: 
God knows the day has got to come 
•o-hen the arch assassins, the men who 
are the controlling powers behind the 
Jett; and Whites, will be exposed to the 
world and either sent to prison or to the 
noose.'' With clenched fists and shak- 
ing with emotion, Byrd walked toward 
the jury and said: 


-Gentlemen, you are on trial as well 


as Jett and White,-and you must an- 
swer to the bar of public opinion as well 
as to the bar of the Brcahitt criminal 
court.

TTEW YORK, 
June 
16—The canal 


treaty will not be passed by the Colom- 
bian congress, called to meet on June 20, 
says a Herald dispatch from Bogota, Col- 
ombia. This is the concensus of the best 
informed opinion in the republic. 


Notwithstanding

have been sent from the capital, the 
fact remains that congress does not, dare 
defy the wishes of a majority of the 
people in tbe matter. Should it be left 
to a public vote tbe test would show an 
overwhelming majority antagonistic to 
the proposition. Public opinion is unan- 
imously against the canal.

The advice of Mr. J. W. Cochran, su- 


pervisor of assessors of \Vood county to 
the assessors of his district upon 
the 


subject of the mortgage taxation law is 
good. 
Mr. Cochran tnkes the view the 


law -is inconsistent in that trust compan- 
ies and insurance companies loaning out 
money as mortgage loans are exempt; 
that the legislature is forbidden by the 
constitution to enact any law impairing 
the obligations of contracts which tlii 
law does: that the present iaw in allow- 
ing the borrower to charge back taxes 
so paid by him is violating the contract 
that bad been previously entered into 
between borrower and lander. 


Mr. Cochran declares there are other 


difficulties and serious at that standing 
in the way of carrying out the law. He 
says in his circular: 


"To illustrate: There is no practical 


way to ascertain the amount remaining 
unpaid upon any mortgage, and there 
mav also he serious dispute between the 
parties in that respect. 


"The assessor can not act judicially to 


settle such disputes, and it would there- 
fore be impossible for him to ascertain 
the separate value of the two interests. 


'•'Again, there might he a mortgage for 


the same indebtedness covering a large 
number of different parcels of real es- 
tate situated in several different coun- 
ties, remote from each other, and there 
is no provision for adjusting the amount 
of mortgage interest as between thc-c 
several different and remote parcels of 
land. 


'There are many other serious diili- 


cultics, but taken all together it seems 
to me that this new law practically ex- 
empts real estate securities from taxa- 
tion. becau.-e if taxed under this law the 
owner of the land- mu-t still pay the 
taxes, and such securities can not be 
assessed to the holder as personal prop- 
erty. 


"It not only does this, but it fails tu 


exempt chattle mortgage securities, and 
fails to exempt debts which are only 
secured by promissory notes, or not se- 
cured at all, which seems to me to be 
an unjust discrimination. For these rea- 
sons I advise t h a t mortgaged real es- 
tate be assessed just the same as if not 
mortgaged Fit all, and that debts secur- 


observer that while the securities of their 
jovernments are precisely as readily in- 
luenced by the turn of events, t'nftt the 
bonds of the United States remain ex- 
ceedingly steady and do not vary one 
per cent, hardly in an entire year.

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Keeping more cows than can be fed 


profitably is one of the moat common 
errors In dairying,1 says a writer in the 
Practical Fanner, Very often the feed 
which goes to nine cows could be fed-to 
six with better results. In fact, six will 
in many instances give as much as the 
nine'would. - We have a neighbor who 
is a careful manager, but every sum- 
mer bis pastures get short, and his 
cows give Httie more than half what 
they should. During the past summer 
he milked more cows than we did and 
would • have needed . to keep several 
more In order to get as much milk as 
we did-, while no doubt his cows are 
fully as good as ours. I have noticed 
that when cows are well and regularly 


; fed they do'not go dry so long as other- 


wise. Scant feeding for n few weeks 
even is a great mistake, for it can be 
only partially made up when feed Is 
•flush. Then -many farmers pay.no at- 
tention to a balanced ration, feeding 
most of that which they have1 in abun- 
dance, and hence results are not al- 
ways satisfactory. Clover, either as 
pasture or hay, is among the best all 
around feeds; also nicely cured corn 
fodder and millet hay are good. For a 
grain ration corn and oats ground and 
mixed with wheat bran and oil meal'in 
proper proportions give excellent re- 
sults. Most farmers prefer to feed only 
what they raise and have on hand. 
This is-frequently a mistake. 


Feeding Separator Milk. 


' Somebody writes to American Culti- 
Tator to complain of the effect of sepa- 
rator milk on young calves, causing 
scours or indigestion. The trouble was: 
not with the milk, but its condition. 
Being heated at tbe creamery and re- 
maining warm for several hours, it 
quickly sours, and sour milk, produces 
trouble sooner or later, besides which1 
the calf will not drink enough of the. 
bad tasting stuff to keep him growing 
Bt full speed.. The-milk should be fed 
as soon as it comes from the creamery 
and should be fed warm. Big feeds of 
cold milk ruin a calfs digestion. 'If 
the milk is put in a cool place in a pail 
that is washed clean every day, it will 
usually keep sweet till the second feed- 
ing. If only slightly acid, its taste can 
be restored by adding a teaspoonful of 
cooking soda to the gallon. Separator 
milk is as good as any milk with the 
cream taken out. but to fatten veal 
calves a little flour or some other 
starchy food must be added, and the 
milk must be warm and sweet Own- 
ers of separators have an advantage 
here, being able to feed tbe milk fresh 
•from *fie machine. 


^-'-' 
Hay For Cows. 


It-is-poor policy to scrimp the cows, 


losing more in milk than will be saved 
in hay. Fortunately in the year of 
high prices for hay it is possible to 
buy something a good deal cheaper 
than the top grades, which will make 
the best of cattle feed. Clover, alfulfa 
and clover mixed are all three good, 
values for the prices which they bring 
in wholesale markets. One leading 
Massachusetts dairyman',, buys alfalfa 
hay in car load lots., ft comes well, 
cured, bright, clean and fragrant,, and 
he finds it far better .for,milk produc- 
tion than the best-timothy, but costing 
one-third less. Much of the clover hay 
is poorly cured this year, but with care 
it may be fed to farm horses as well 
as cows with good results. It is so 
likely, however, to reach the horses in 
a dusty condition that it is safer to 
give it all to the cows. In general, the 
more clover in the hay bought the bet- 
ter value for cattle. 


When COTTB Lack Lime. 


When the cattle chew leather, wood 


or old bones, it indicates a lack of 
phosphate of lime in .their food, which 
is required to supply bone material. 


, 
A teaspoonful of bone meal given 


daily with their grain will correct the 
habit and supply the deficiency which 
Induces it. If the disposition to eat. 
bones is indulged fn when cows are' in 
grass, the deficiency then evidently ex- 
ists in the soil, and the pasture will be 
greatly benefited by a top dressing of 
bone dust. 
Two or three hundred 


pounds to the acre, sown broadcast, 
•will repay attending expenses in a bet- 
ter yield and in quality' of milk and 
butter.—Midland .Farmer. 


The Cows 'Were Starving. 


The following incident recorded by 


the Ohio Farmer may have its counter- 
part in.some other herds:. 


"Our veterinary editor.was recently 


called to see a herd near this city 
-(Cleveland, 0.) that was running down 
without any apparent cause. At' last 
he requested to be shown the food that 
'was given them. Tbe secret was there. 
It was commercial feed stuff, com- 
posed, largely.of ground corncob, oat 
hulls, etc. 
The cows were starving. 


•He ordered a change of food, and the 
cows at once began to pick up and in- 
crease the milk flow."'

from cement and gravel. Indeed this 
style of construction is becoming, quite 
popular in Canada, where the English 
practice of building once for ail is more 
prevalent than on this side the line. 
Of course there will be some freezing, 
but this objection is not given much 
weight at the present time. It is not 
necessary to put such a roof on a silo 
as one would put on a barn or a house, 
but there should be. roof .enough to 
keep out the greater part of ..the-snow 
in winter, and in practice nearly every 
silo is provided with a substantial roof.

For mending brolieu crockery there 


is nothing better thaulwhite. lead. It 
is one of the_ few cements that resist 
both water and beat., , -Smear in thinly 
on the- edges of tbe article, press them 
together andsetlt.aside to dry. 


A waterproof -glue for repairing mar- 


ble or porcelain may be made by mix- 
ins plainwhite glue and milk, saystho 
Boston Post _____ Into two quarts -of 
skim milk put half a pound of the 
best white Blue.' 'Put the basin, con- 
taining this into another basin of hot 
water. Coolr until the milk has evapo- 
rated to ,such_ap.|extent that the mix- 
ture is like ordinary glue or even thick- 
er. When dry,, this cement is one of 
the hardest, witty'the clearness of ivory. 


Unslaked linjC: mixed with the white 


of an egg- is- a simple and a good ce- 
ment It dries, very, quickly, even hav- 
ing a tendency, to dry before the bro- 
ken edges of the article can be brought 
together.. If quickly, .mixed and. ap- 
plied, the mended., dish will be strong 
and ready for use within a few hours. 


Many other cements need to be left 


to their work for days and weeks be- 
fore the dish can be used. A very good 
cheap- cement that may be used in 
many ways in. patching .crockery ware 
and mending leaks may be made with 
plaster of • parts,. 
Mix this with the 


white of: an egg to a cream and smear 
it on the article..- As .in all cements, 
this must be left to dry thoroughly be- 
fore using. A heat and moisture proof 
cement is a handy thing to have. 


Here is one that is .warranted to fill 


cracks in kettles,- close seams in pans 
and mend -all sorts of things, remain- 
ing perfectly Indifferent to subsequent 
trials by heat or water: Get some pow- 
dered litharge aud mis it with glycerin 
till tfeick and soft as putty.

.How to Make Calcimine. 


One pound of uncolored gelatin glue, 


as free from grease as possible, is 
soaked over night, in cold water suffi- 
cient to cover the glue, says the Paint- 
ers' Magazine* Thirty pounds of Eng- 
lish cliff stone pa-ris white, bolted, or 
best bolted gilders' whiting, is also 
soaked in sufficient water to make a 
paste over night, and next morning 
both are heated with steam or over a 
•moderate fire in -a water, bath to' the 
boiling-point, and when the iglue is 
fully dissolved the two materials are 
thoroughly mixed. 
In summer time, 


on cooling, a small portion of carbolic 
acid, say about one-eighth.of an ounce 
diluted with water, is added for each 
pound of glue used In the aforesaid 
formula-to keep it from souring, and 
in this way the calcimine will keep for 
some weeks. It is said that the work- 
men rather like this preparation be- 
cause of its good working properties. 


How 'to Prepace- Homemade Simp. 


A good homemade sirup is quickly 


prepared by boiling two cupfuls best 
quality of soft'brown .sugar with one 
cupful of water:'until-a clear, 'thick; 
sirup results. As brown sugar is not 
always available, white sugar may be 
used in the same; way;

How to Make a^TonaU Fowl Tender. 


Truss the fowl!Sis usual and then in- 


fold it completely <in two thicknesses: 
of wrapping paper, securely fastening 
the paper with a piece of string. The 
fowl may now be put in the oven, and 
roasted for three-quarters o£ an hour. 
At the end of this time the paper is re- 
moved and the chicken returned to tbe 
oven and roasted as long as would 
have been necessary had it been ten- 
der in'the beginning. It must bo bast- 
ed often nnd turned 
occasionally.'
